majority required. Before the roll call 
was announced consideration of the 
subject matter was deferred on motion 
of Senator Jewell {Rep., Fulton].

Senator Turnbaugh [Rep., Mount Car- 
roll] made a motion to le the Barr 
motion, but that was lost by a vote of 
6 to 27. The bill went back to second 
reading and the commission will prob- 
ably be taken out of the bill. 

The original bill provided for a max- 
imum day of eight hours for “ females ” 
in all industries, but Senator Hicks
